Controller Haliock’s report shows 
that Churchill, Elko, Esmeralda, 
Lander, Lincoln and Washoe conoties 
in 1882 show an increase of assessablic 
property valuations over 1881 to the 
amount of $1,074,077 15, but Douglas, 
Eureka, Humboldt, Lyon, Nye, Orms- 
by, Storey andjWhite Pine conaties 
show a decrease to the amount of 
$2,071,980 45; and a total decrease in 
the State of$997,903 30. The deprecia- 
tion is most marked in Storey couoty, 
which showed a valuation in 1881 of 
$5,212,823 39, and in 1882 of $3,926,- 
216 10; a decrease of $1,286,607 29.

The Great Milwaukee Horror 
~—A Thrilling Sketdéh. 


WORK OF EXHUMING THE BODIES 


San Francisco and New Orleans 


Connected by Rail. 


Cnicaao, Jan. 12. 

J. B. Anderson of this city, who was 
in the Newhall Hovse fire, gives the 
following thrilling description: I sat 
on the window-sill of my room and 
saw the flames take my bed and my 
clothes and the floor sink in a mass of 
flames before I escaped by sliding 
down the rain-spout, which ran along 
my window. I had a room on the 
corner of Michigan street aud Broad. 
way, fourth floor, It was nearly one 
o’ciock in the morning when I went 
to bed, having been in the company of 
L. A. Brown of Philadelphia, and, 
poor fellow, I saw him go down to his 
death in a mass of flames witbout 
being able to help bim. It was awful. 
I walked up stairs to my room, as the 
elevator stopped running at 12:30. On 
my way up I met the only watchman in 


the house and asked him how I could 
escape in case of fire. He said it was 
easy enough; there were two ways, 
one by the stairsand another by going 
through a labyrinth of halls to the 
front. Brown’s room was opposite 
mine. I went to bed, and was awak- 
ened by the horrible shrieks of burn- 
ing women and groars of burning 
men. It was hell itself, so terrible 
seemed to be the sounds. The flames 
were crackling all arouod, and as I 
opened the door a great mass of 
smoke and flames rushed in and I be- 
came stifled. I was unable to again 
shut it, and the smoke almost killed 
me. I had nothing on but a gauze 
undershirt. I felt my strength leave 
me and was choking. «J sank to the 
floor. I thought I was gone, but my 
senses had not altogether left me. I 
gathered myself up as best I could, 
and made toward the window. By a 
desperate effort 1 succeeded in getting 
there. I sank again to the floor, but 
rallied and attempted to raise the win- 
dow. It was so well balanced that it 
yielded at once to my puny effort and 
wentup. I leaned outand the fresh 
air revived me and consciousness re- 
turned. I looked down below and 
saw firemen and police holding a mat. 
trass. They shouted for me to jump 
on the telegraph wires, but I refused. 
I saw ladders against the building. I 
sat down on the window sill and saw 
everything go down—tmy clothing, 
valise, everything—unable to save a 
thing. 1 shouted, begged and im- 
plored for those below to save me. 
They saw me, but gave me no help. 
I saw my friend come from his room 
and attempt to come to me through 
the flames, but saw him go into the 
vortex of flame to his death. Ob, 
such a sight! It was too borrible to 
imagine. I saw thetinspout. It was 
partly covered with ice. Three women 
and one man had tried to descend 
by this means and they had landed io 
the valley of death. They lost 
their hold and fell to the street below. 
It was the only means of escape left. 
I scized it with the frantic effort of 
despair. Everythiog inside my room 
was gone. I caught it in a vise-like 
grip and commenced tw slide. Some- 
time I siid six to twelve feet and at 
others a few inches, but I kept going 
down, using the ice made by che hose 
as a foothold and catch for my 
hands, which, you see, are io 
a terrible condition. 1 then went 
clean down to the cellar, 15 feet below 
the ground, clad in only my gauze un- 
dershirt. On my way down | saw two 
little girls standing in a third-story 
window, and they asked me to save 
them, but I was powerless to give them 
aid and I had to see these two ione- 
cents, not over six years old,swallowed 
up by the heartless flames. I saw Kel- 
sey, Tom Thumb’s servant, go down 
witb the wall. He wasclinging to a 
window sill in the fifth story. I 
walked out of the front and went up 
stairs into the office, where I found a 
woman tearing her hair. 1 could not 
see her fece and don’t know who she 
was. I spoke to her, but she took 
no notice of me. I seized her by the 
ankles and dragged her down bodily, 
thus saving her life. 1 went across to 
the express office, where i saw Anti- 
sell, who was leaning over Mrs. John- 
son. Hesaid: ‘*I um crazy.” You 
rub this woman. I want to go and 
save my children.” I was in a posi- 
tion to be rubbed myself, being naked 
and chilly. I said to a fireman, “I 
have lost everythiog. He said, “ You 
are alive.” Pointing to a man cling- 
ing to a fifth story wiodow, he said, 
“ How would you like to change faces 
with him?” Somebody gave me a 
coat and I walked in my bare feet 
four blocks to the Plankinton House. 
I was beside myself. I met a woman 
who threw a shawl over me, and said, 
“Here, poor boy, take that.” I got 
clothing, such as it was, from strang- 
ers at the Piankinton. I never want 
to go through such an experienee agaia.

“I 
have my own opinion of the matter, 
but do not think it best to give it pub- 
licity at this time.” A strange ex- 
pression came over Nash's countenance 
which led the reporter to continue aud 
elicit the fact that Nash suspectel a 
person of firing the buildiog on a pre- 
vious occasion, but the person is now 
out of the State. 

The work of exhuming bodies of 
persons who perissed io the Newhall 
House was continued trom an early 
hour to-day. Culd, cutting winds 
prevail. The work of 120 men is 
carried on without system and very 
little is accomplished. Shortly after 
10 o’clock the charred remains of 4 
human body was found, the only one 
found up to noon. It is charred be- 
yond recognition; the flesh is actually 
burned off the lower extremities. 
What remnaots are left from a night- 
dress show the body as that of a 
woman. Shreds of dress cannot be 
removed without tearing flesh. From 
the location of the body it is thought 
to be the remains of Miss Libbie 
Chellis, who was seen at a window of 
the sixth story shortly before the 
Broadway wal! fell. The remains 
were fairly imbeded injbrick. News 
of the body being taken to the morgue 
spread like wildiire, and thousaads of 
people are now on the scene. Much 
indignation is manifested at the bung. 
jing manner in the work is carried 
on and the insufficient force The ac. 
tion of the council has caused such 
condemnation and threatening that 
another meeting is called this after- 
noon to employ a large force and get 
electric appliances for work at night. 
W. A. Hally of Laporte died this 
morning. He jumped from the fifth 
story and broke both legs, the bones 
protruding through the flesh. His 
whereabouts only became known late 
last night. Five bodies were buried 
this morniog—D. G. Powers, Mary 
Coneroy, Bessie Brown and Anpie 
Liosham—trom St. Johos Church,and 
Maggie Sullivan from St. Giles. The 
attendance at tlhe impressive funeral 
services was very large. 

Shortly after noon two more bodies, 
charred beyond identification, and part 
of a human trunk, were fouod. It is 
now settled beyond peradventure that 
the loss of life is not below 70. 

In addition tu the bodies two coats 
were found, in the peckets of which 
were a letter and paper addressed to 
Wm. D. Rowell, Freeport, Ill. Mr. 
Rowell escaped without clothing. <A 
gentleman who’met Rowell in Kree- 
port yesterday was seen this morning. 
There was nothing to tell to whom 
the other coat belonged. In the south. 
west corner of the ruins was found a 
photograph of a young man, 4appar- 
ently 5 feet 10 high and weighing 
about 174 pounds. On the back was 
written the name, “ Mrs. E. Leland.” 
[t was taken in New York. A mem 
orandam book and a large bundle of 
business letters were tound about 16 
feet from the sidewalk. Some of the 
men are standing in water a foot deep 
and consequently they can make but 
little headway. After to day they can 
get along much faster. 

MILWAUKEE, Jan. 12. 

The Coroner has called an inquest 
for to-morrow. The District Attorney 
will conduct the examination. Joho 
Gilbert, the actor, is still unconscicus, 
but physicians do not give up hopes. 
Mrs. Biecker, wife of the manager of 
the Tom Thumb troupe, passed a 
quiet night, but is very low and will 
probably die. James McAlpine, the 
commission map, does not improve, 
and grave doubts are felt for bim. 
Physicians will hold a conference over 
his case this afternoon. Andrew Har- 
dy isimproving. Mr. and Mrs. Cra 
mer are out of danger. All the ser- 
vant girls have been taken to their 
homes except Minnie and Dora Colt, 
both of whom are doing weil.

Chances of the Various Oandidates for 
Warden of the State Prison. 


Carson City, Jan. 11, 1883. 
Epirork GazeTTe:—“Brevity is the 
soul of wit, avd tediousness the limbs 
and outward flourishes;” and intro- 
ductions like the prefaces of books, 
though a necessary evil, should be 
dispensed with; therefore we proceed to 

THE SENATE. 
As to the personnel of this august 
assemblage your deponent has not had 
a full opportunity as yet to canvass it 
(and besides, it would be anticipating 
the incomparable developments of 
Deacon Parky’s ‘‘Pen Pictures” so to 
do), and we can therefore refer only 
to some of the more brilliant repre- 
sentatives of that body. In the be- 
ginning our handsome Prevident de. 
serves attention. For one so young 
and not “to the manor born” he shows 
a marked degree of parliamentary sa- 
gacity, and the older heads hold that 
“Charley” is phenomenally bright, but 
bis nightly lucubrations over Cushing 
and Jefferson are telling on his genial- 
ity. His worthy coadjutor, the suave 


Bramsey, shares with him the honors 
and isremarkably clear in the chair. 
As to the floor, as yet the embryo 
statesmen have hardly come to hatch- 
ing, but their eloquence and influence 
are undoubtedly in course of rapid in- 
cubation; while the hold--over apostles 
are already smelling the statutes and 
breaking the legislative ice. Among 
the present active members we note 
Brumsey, Hobart, Taylor, Henderson, 
Parker, Williams, Foley and School- 
ing. Asto important legislation, so 
far no promipent advance has been 
made. As to measures prior to this 
date, your red@lers are already advised. 
To-day Brumsey's bill repealing the 
officers’ exemption law passed, and it 
will probably float safely through the 
House. It provides for the attach 

ment of official salaries for all debts 
contracted during the term of office 
and exempts all prior to election. Its 
policy is questioned by some of the 
Legislature wiseacres, but its becom- 
ing a law is highly probable: Ho- 
bart’s bill touching the ‘rights of hus- 
band and wife ip the case of intestate 
estates also passed. It~ provides for 
exclusion of correlative heirs and gives 
to the wife the whole of the commu- 
nity property in case of the non—exist- 
ence of direct heiis. It will no doubt 
become a law. The passage of Foley's 
bill dces away with the barbaric “ L. 
5S.” on legal instruments, and valid- 
ates them without the superfluous and 
frequently disastrous “seal.” It is 
expected that Taylor’s repeal of the 
‘*bullion tax’’ law will come up next 
week, when no doubt there wiil be 
music in the Senatorial air, and a 
“jingling of the guinea” from corpora- 

tion quarters. 

IN THE HOUSE, 


Jenkinizing of the house is a 
difficult task, and we will not essay 
to speak of any but tbe prominent 
few. Speaker Varian 1s, without 
doubt, one of the cleverest and most 
accomplished presiding officers that 
ever dropped gavel in the north wing, 
aod his prompt decisions, keen per- 
ceptions, and universal fairness is 
daily gaining him a very enviable 
popularity. We commend his initial 
lenity, but we would hasten him 1p 
curbing the garrulity of some of the 
“old guard,” and drawing a parlia- 
mentary rcin on some of the fractious 
“old-timers,” who are establishing 
dangerous precedents to the younger 
members. Among the most prominent 
in advancing the interests of the “good 
people” and expediting legislation, are 
Wells of Esmeralda, Jeff Kell of Nye, 
Grey of White Pine, Pike of Churchill | 
aod Brown of Storey. Wells, though’ 
possessing a 0 spew for volubility, 
is one of the best partiamentarians in 
the House; a perfeet encyclopedia on 
the laws and constitution, and is put- 
ting more exhaustive legislation before 
the House than any man in the As- 
sembly. Jeff Beli, with his usual 
perverse sagacity, keeps a steady cheek 
on everything, and is a terror to the 
neophytes and rules and regulations, 
His level—headedness is a necessity. 
Grey of White Pyne, the worthy 
Speaker pro tem, is an honest, efficient 
member, and speaks with clearness to 
every question. His presence is in- 
valuable. Brown of Storey is one of 
the clearest and most candid of our 
representatives, and his cool judgment 
and parliamentary experience make 
him an excellent member. No bills 
of eminent importance are st present 
before the House, although there has 
been more work accomplished in the 
House so far than a: avy previous 
session in the same time. Your cor- 
respondent will in a future letter re- 
view in detail some of the most im- 

t measures now before and 
ikely to come before the House,
